@ week in the winter, are none the 
worse for freezing, and better in 
flavor for ordinary keeping, as every one 
knows who is partial to warmed over 
baked beans. That improved flavor is 
significant. It signifies increased diges- 

tibility. \ 
One of the most popular writers on the 
chemistry of cookery, and perhaps the 
first among the few who have written on 
the subject, after years of chemical ex- 
perience, finally turned on cookery in a 
chapter on the chemical elements in veg- 
etables and quotes the old couplet: 

* Pease pudding hot, pease pudding cold, 
Pease pudding in the pot, nine daysold,” 
and says thet what happensto the cooked 
peas when they have stood nine days 
corresponds to ensilage, that is, the cel- 
lulose fs softened and the horny stuff 
turned to sugar, , 

It is not only peas pudding, or porridge, 
that he finds improved by keeping. but 
he says: “I find that ordinary porridge 
is greatly improved by being made some 
days before it is required, then stored in 
a closed jar, brought forth, and heated for 
use. The change effected is just that 
which may be expected, a softening. ef the 
fibrous material, and a sweetening due to 
the formation of sugar.’’ 
This chemist points out the fact that 
sugar may be obtained from old rags if a 
strong enough solvent is used. He dis- 
covered that porridges grow sweeter with 
keeping by tasting in the morning some 


gruel which he had partly eaten the night 
before. 
sweeter, but to convince himself he kept 
4€ two days longer, and warmed it up at 
night under the same conditions of tem- 
perature, etc., and found that the sweet- 
ness was still more distinct. 
found that one of his friends was accuse- 
tomed to having his porridge made several 
days beforehand, warming it up when re- 
quired. 2 

Another notable example of the effects 
of a sort of ensilage on foods is the process 
of making saurkraut. Various forms of 
ripening illustrate the same thing, or to 
quote again: 
respond to that which occurs when we 
«gather Jersey or other superiatively fine 
pears in autumn as soon as they are full 
grown. They are then hard, woody, and 
acid,. quite unfit for food, but by simply 
storing them for a month or two or three 
they become luciously tender and sweet; 
the woody fibersare converted into sugar, 
the acid neutralized, and all this by sim- 
ply fulfilling the conditions of ensilage, 
close packing of the fiber, exclusion of 
the air by the thick rind of the fruit, plus 
the diffusion of acid among the well 
patked fiber of the ensflage material.” 

Seemingly one of the hardest lessons 
for the modern housewife to learn is that 
of the value of slow cooking, which is a 
sort of ripening of itself, and as a part 
of the same thing the impossibility of be- 
ing thrifty, or economical, or really well 
fed, by an entire dependence upon the 
quickly prepared foods. And, by the way, 
one may have the most quickly prepared 
dishes possjble by having on hand a good 
supply of those foods which have been 
long cooked.

Three Pea Porridges. 
Put three cups of whole green dried 
peas, without previous soaking, to cook in 
three separate kettles, with a sliced onion 
and a sliced carrotineach. Some dried or 
fresh mint may be put in with the peas 
which are to be prepared nearest like 
green fresh peas. With one cup of peas 
put four cups of cold water, with another 
put the same, but after the peas have 
boiled up a little add to this one teaspoon 
of baking soda; with the third cup add 


‘four cups of water, in which a ham or 


spareribs were boiled. Bring each to a 
boil and skim cover tightly, and then put 
over a simmering fire. When the soda is 
added to the one cup there will be a good 
deal of frothing, and a deeper kettle must 
be used thah for the others, as this water 
is likely to boil up and over, even over the 
simmering burner, if covered as tightly 
as it should be. 
At the end of an hour the peas with 
the soda will be rather soft, and at the 
end of two hours all cooked to pieces, in 
a perfect porridge, the hulls very notice- 
able, as will be the soda odor, which dis- 
appears when the peas are kept. Those 
in the plain water will not be as soft nor 
as sweet as those with the soda, while 
those In the salt water will be a good 
deal harder and growing saltier and ha:d- 
er as the water evaporates. The starch 
of the peas will soften with longer cook- 
ing, but while this allows the protein part 
to granulate it will not soften much, sim- 
Ply be in smaller portions. More than 
this, as the water evaporates the gelatin 
in the water from the meat will render it 
likely to stick or burn on, even over the 
smallest fire. When done put all through 
a sieve ahd use the puree in various ways. 
Peas are generally accounted. more di- 
Sestible than beans, because they are 
more often sleved—that is, the hard and 
perfectly indigestible part removed. 


Imitation Green Peas, 

When the green dried peas are cooked 
in plain water, if this is carefully done, 
they will be soft in two hours without any 
previous soeking, and if generously but- 
tered while hot, then they will be quite 
es much like green peas as any from a 
can. The most effective way to do this is 
to add the butter to each individuel por- 
tion in 4 sauce dish. 


Dried Pea Loaves. 

Green dried peas when cooked with 
soda, which process has been defended 
Qs adding something to them of value, 
which may be questionable, are ‘much 
darker and yellower than are green peas 
cooked in any other way, and have been 
taken for mashed sweet potato. And, by 
the way, when cooked in this fashion, 
aluminum should not be used. In mak- 
ing a loaf of these or any other cooked 
dried peas it is neceseary to sieve them, 
add the requisite amount of fat, wheth- 
er butter or other, and then stir the whole 
in a frying pan rapidly over a hot fire until 
sufficiently dry. If there is much liquid it 
should be turned off and saved for soup. 
It will jelly when cold. 


| Pea Bouillon. 

If peas have been slowly cooked with a 
little more water than given above, and 
them strained through fignnel after they 
are sieved, the liquid obtained is more 
nourishing and energy making than any 
ordinary meat bouillon, since it contains 
a great deal of starch and also some solu- 
ble protein which is called casein.
